Italians Capture 10,000 Prisoners 


From Austrians During 


Austrians Evidently Hurriedly Transferred Troops to Russian Front, 
Only to Have Resume a Violent Offensive—General Ca- 
dorna’s Victory Has Caused Great Rejoicing in London and is

‘LONDON, Aug. 8—Before the echoes have died of the mutual 
congratulations of the allied sovereigns, statesmen and generals, on 
the auspicious opening of the third year of the war, comes news of

prising success of the Italians, who in two days have captnred 10,000 
prisoners, suggests that in addition to transferring General Koevess, 
an able Austrian general, from the Trentino front to Galicia, the Aus- 
trians also ventured to transfer troops from the Isonzo to the Rus-

sian front in an endeavor to stem the Russian advance.

Italians Capture 8000 Prisoners, 


ROME, via London, Aug. 8.—The 
war office today announced the cap- 
ire of the Gorizla bridgehead by the 
ltalians.

WORK OF THE DEPARTMENTS OF 
EDUCATION AND AGRICULTURE IN 
SOLVING RURAL LIFE PROBLEMS 


Hon. J. R. Boyle and Hon. Duncan Marshall Give Interesting Ad- 
dresses at Conference Upon Rural Leadership Given in the Uni- 
versity of Alberta—Should Keep Children in School Two Years 


Longer to Make Them Efficient, 


ys Minister of Education. 


The work of the departments of 
education and agriculture in helping 
towards the solution of the problems 
of rural life in Alberta formed the 
subject of addresses by Hon. J. R. 
Hoyle, minister of education, and Hon, 
Duncan Marshall, minister of agricul- 
ture, last night to the delegates to the 
conference on Rural Leadership at 
the University of Alberta. Mr. Boyle 
particularly emphasised the opera- 
tions of the consolidated schools, and 
he urged the delegates to incorpor- 
ate a propaganda in their behalf, in 
their program. Mr. Marshall, allud- 
ing to the service being rendered to 
the province by the schools of agri- 
culture, said that they were teaching 
the boys and girls of Alberta the dig- 
nity of the profeasion of agriculture, 
and not only inspiring an ambition to 
become the best farmers in the coun- 
try, hut the finest citizens in the Do- 
minion, 

A. EK. Qttewell, secretary of the de- 
partment of extension of the univer- 
sity, introduced the ministers. 

Longer School Period. 

“To my mind.“ said the Hon. Mr. 
Boyle, “the improvement of rural con- 
ditions in this country, and in fact in 
any other country, depénds almost en- 
tirely upon being able to improve the 
education cf the masses of the com- 
munity. If we could only succeed in 
this province in keeping our children 
for two years longer in our schools 
and have schools where we would be 
able to give them the training that 
will fit them for their work in life, 
and during that two years further per- 
fod, we would bring about almost a 
complete revolution in the rural con- 
ditions in this country:—a revolution 
in improved business methods; a re- 
volution in improved farming meth- 
oda; and a revolution in the tmprove- 
ment of social conditions and in the 
Keneral enjoyment of the people. In 
fact, if we could add a couple of yéars 
to the school period of the boys and 
girls of this country a very great num- 
ber of the difficulties which the farm- 
ing community now finds itself labor- 
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ing under would have almost disap- 
peared.” 

One of the greatest drawbacks to 
such a thing taking place, Mr. Boyle 
continued, was the notion—not so pre- 
valent now as it once was—among the 
farmer's themselves that a common 
school education was quite sufficient 
for men or women if they were to 
live on the farm. Until that notion 
could be broken down, and people 
made to realize that the success of 
their boys and girls upon the farm 
was going to depend almost entirely 
upon the educational equipment they 

ot, they would have more or less 
backward conditions upon the farms. 


Improving Rural Schools, 

With these observations as a pre- 
face, Mr. Boyle proceeded to point out 
what the department of education was 
doing for the rural schools, and stat - 
ed that in consequence of the organt- 
aation of the work to «see that the 
schools were kept in operation, dur- 
ing the first term of the present year 
only 156 out of 2417 schools in exiat- 
ence had not been maintained, and of 
these i there were 20 dtatricts 
in which, owipg to the Cluctuation of 
the population, there were no child- 
ren at all, “I think,“ he added, “we 
have reached a stage where we are 
getting along farb well; at least we 
are making a decided improvement. 
We have not yet reached the stage 
where facilities are furnished to ev- 
ery child in the community, But that 
is what the department is working up 
10.“ 

Speaking of the success ot the ma- 
chinery that had been provided for 
enforcing attendance, Mr. Boyle men- 
tioned that in 1913 the enrolment was 
79,909; in 1914, 89,910; and in 1915, 
97,286. The figures for the rural 
schools as distinct from the towns and 
villages were, 1918, 39,000; 1914, 46,- 
000; and 1935, 61,207, In one year, 
he stated, that by the application of 
simple machinery, by some, pressure, 
some moral sussion and some force, 
the aggregate attendance for one child 
in the rural schools had been increas- 
ed by 26 per cent., and last year there 
had been an additional increase of 17 
per cent, Not only that, but the regu- 
larity of the attendance had been im- 


proved, 
Efficiency Survey. 

Mr. Boyle said that an efficiency 
survey made last year showed that the 
percentage of pupils in rural schools 
that had been retarded was 61.28; the 
percentage that were normal was 
25.68; and the percentage accelerated 


23.12. The figures for villeges were 
42.44; 31.18; (26.42; towns, 36,16; 
35.97: 20.86; cities, 38.96; 34.32; 
31.70. The minister explained that

NEAR SOMME 


In Two Days Capture Ger- 
man Frenches on Front of 
3% Miles to Depth of 
300 to 500 Metres 


MORE PRISONERS 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN 


In Verdun Region French 
Repulse German Attacks 
Northwest of Thiau- 

mont Works 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Aug. 8.—Notable gains have 
been made by the French in the Som- 
me region, according to the official 
statement issued by the war office to- 
night. In two days they have carried 
German trenches along a front of more 
han 3 1-2 miles to a depth of from 
200 to £00 metres, 

In the Verdun sector they have suc- 
ceded in regaining a foothold in the 
Thiaumont work. The text of the 
statement reads: 

“North of the Somme we increased 
our gnins of yesterday, capturing a 
small wood and a trench = strongly 
organized by the enemy north of Hem 
Wood, which we hold in its entirety. 
In fact, in the two days we have con- 
quered north of the Somme, the whole 
of a line of German trenches on a 
front of six kilometres (3.75 miles) to 
a depth of from 300 to 660 metres. 
in Cham e yesterday, after a 
spirited bombardnient, strong enemy 
detachments, which attacked with the 
gren our .positions northwest of 
Tahure and small posts on Hill 195, 
wre taken under our fire and dispers- 
ed, 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the battle contnued violently on the 
entire Thiaumont-Fluery front. With 
remarkable tenacity our troops have 
held back and repulsed the adversary, 
who sought by counter attacks to drive 
us from the ground conquered by us 
these last days northwest and south 
of the Thiaumont work. Then, pass- 
ing to the offensive in their turn, they 
re-occupied all the elements of a 
trench where the enemy had taken a 
footing in the course of a struggle and 
penetrated anew the Thiaumont work. 

“On the Vaux-Chapitre-Chenois 
front we captured a line of trenches 
and a certain points two lines of enemy 
trenches, One of these contained about 
a hundred German dead or wounded. 

“In these different actions we took 
prisoners about 200 unwounded men, 
of whom stx were officePs, and cap- 
tured six machine guns. 

“Qne of our pilots brought down a 
jerman machine which fell in flames 
in the enemy lines north of Auberive. 
Yesterday a German aeroplane dropp- 
ed four bombs on Nancy. Five of the 
civillan population were wounded, 
three of them greviously.”

Last night Council started with a 
small agenda, and with every pros- 
pect of a short meeting. Reality, how- 
ever, did not coincide with supposition, 
as business grew with progression, 
aud in consequence the sitting was 
lengthened. Among the matters dealt 
with was the six months’ report from 
the Comptroller's Department, which 
shows to what extent economy is being 
carried out in the city administration. 

In spite of a strong appeal by Ald. 
MacDonald, council would not go on 
record as supporting pensions to be 
given on the same basis for wounded 
privates and officers alike or for the 
families, The new rates for electric 
lighting and power were sanctioned, 
this following the obtaining of electri- 
city at a reduced rate from the Al- 
liance Co. It was decided to pay the 
deputy mayors who have acted dur- 
ing the absence of Mayor Henry on 
city business. Following the report of 
the utilities committee it was decided 
that the whole question of the street 
railway deficit should be gone into by 
the committee, which will pave the 
way for any recommendation to coun- 
cil that proposals should be consider- 
ed for the leasing or purchase of the 
utility. 

Big Economies During Last 6 Months, 


The comparative statement of reve- 
nue and expenditure in the central 
administration, presented to council 
from the Comptroller's Department, 
covering the period of six montlis end- 
ing June 20th, 1915 and 1916, proved 
interesting reading, as it showed the 
economies that have been effected in 
civic working by Mayor Henry and 
the present council. 

Expenditure decreased $100,299 dur- 
ing the first months of 1916, as com- 

ared with the same period of 1915. 
Reductions are general throughout 
almost every department. The asses- 
sor’s department shows a saving of 
something like $7,000. There is a re- 
duction of over $18,000 in the police 
department, something like $7,000 in 
the engineer's devartment, relief work 
is only responsible for $800 instead of 
$26,074 in 1915. Right through the 
departments there are similar reduc- 
tions, It is estimated that for the cur- 
rent year the expenditure in central 
administration will be a quarter of a 
million dollars under that of 1915, 
which it will be remembered were 
$522,660 less than in 1914. Thus a 
saving of over three-querters of a mil- 
lion will be brought about as between 
1914 and 1916,

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MAJ. STANLEY JONES 
WAS KILLED BY 
__ AERIAL TORPEDO 


CALGARY, Aug. 8.—Full details of 
the death of Major Stanley Jones are 
contained in a letter from his brother, 
Clifford Jones, who was in London at 
the time of writing to Mrs. Clifford 
Jones in this city, The letter also 
contains the interesting information 
that it is understood that Major Jones, 
in addition to b ing promoted to 
Major, was ‘also recommended for 
the D. S. O. 

Major Jones was wounded on June 
2, almost at the beginning of the bat- 
tle, by an aerial torpeda which ex- 
ploded and hit him in the left side. 
He lay for 36 hours with the wound 
unattended except the first aid of his 
men, Then the Germans took the 
trenches and took him prisoner. 

“They gave him every possible at- 
tention,” says Mr, Jones in his letter. 
“This attention, too, was at the risk 
of their lives. They carried him back 
to their own hospital and attended 
to him there.” ! 

Major Jones was well enough’ on 
July 4 to write a letter to Mrs, Jones, 
telling her all about his experience, 
and assuring her that he would soon 
be around again. On June 8 he Wan 
attacked by internal bleeding and 
soon died, He was buried in the con- 
vent garden at Moorslede, near Ghent, 
Belgium, 

“He was given full military funeral 
by the Germans," adda Mr, Jones. 
“Any other soldiera of the Princess 
Patricias who were at the hospital 
were allowed to attend the funeral.” 

One of the members of the battalion 
writes that he can locate the grave 
when peace comes, 

“We understand,” concludes Mr. 
Jonos, “that in addition to being ap- 
pointed Major, he was recommended 
for the D.8.0."

Ygation was upon the government of 
the province, upon the school trustees 
and Mon the people to try and bring 
the ru cal schools, to the highest de- 
greest efficiency possible, What was 
needed was greater interest in the 
rural schools so as to keep them more 
faithfully in operation, the children 
more regularly in attendance, and 
Detter equipped teachers. 

Mr. Boyle mentioned that with a 
view to getting the school program 
more closely related: to the life of the 
children he intended to appoint a 
committee to redraft it to some ex- 
tent ‘ 

Answering the question what were 
W they going to do for secondary educa- 
tion he said that if they were going 
to succeed in giving the young men 
and women of the rural districts the 
kind of ipment they required for 
their work and for the citizenship of 
the country they must give them an 
vers of, having another two 
veurs {netfuction after leaving the 
rural They had, he said, an 
excellent t in the schools of agri- 
culture and ff some schools could be 
devised whereby it would be possible, 
without any additional expense to the 
individual, to send all the children of 
the provinee for two years to those 
agricaltural schools it would simply 
revolutionize rural conditions in Al- 
@ berta, an expression of opinion that 
was loudly applauded, 
@onsolidated Schools. 

If that could not be done, and he 
was not there to say it could not be 
done, ,eontinued the minister, he be- 
lieved a great deal could be done, par- 
ticularly in the older settlements to 
get the children u further education, 
and an education that would act as a 
feeder for the agricultural schools, He 
believed) in the establishment where 
possible of the consolidated school, 
which made it possible for the child- 
dren to receive two or three years 
more education at no additional cost 
to the parent other than the additton- 
al taxation he, along with tHe other 
people of the neighborhood, would be 
subject to order to support the 
school, The instruction in the con- 
solidated school should be closely re- 
lated to the life work of the children; 
of the type given in the agricultural 
schools; and he believed the consol:- 
dated school would be instrumental tn 

solving some of the social problems 
of farm life an it could: be made a 
mcommunity or social centre. 

The minister asked those attending 
the conference to adopt a propaganda 
for consolidated schools as part of 
their program. The government, he 

said, had undertaken to liberally sup- 

port the schools, and it paid a con- 
siderable part of the cost of conveying 
the children to and from school. 
Twenty such schools were now in 
operation in the province. 

„The people who have got to be 
interested," said Mr, ole, “are the 
farmera-themselves,” and he expressed 
the firm conviction that good roads 
and consolidated schools would com- 
pletely solve most of the difficulties 
the rural districts were now laboring 

under. 
Wealth and Contentment. 

Hon, Mr. Marshall began by de- 
claring that he did not deserve credit 

tor living out in the country. He 
qpreferred it. He liked to bave large 
open spaces around him, and he added 
hat he had always noticed when an 
artist desired to depict wealth and 
contentment’ he painted a field of 
clover with a bunch of cattle standing 
knee-deep in it, Those were the two 
things he wanted to talk about. By 
wealth he meant just enovgh to live 
on with opportunities for occasional 
enjoyment, and the contentment that 
made a man satisfied with the job, 
pleased with his business; glad to live 
on the farm; satisfied; comfortable 
and contented” One of the things 
hat spoiled agriculture, continued the 
minister, was the idea that nobody 
ever chose to be a farmer, that he did 
not seek it as a profession, but simply 
became a farmer because his father 
nad been one before him. We want 
o get into the hearts and minds of 
he men and women out on the land,” 
ne daclared, “the idea thut farming 
ers more magnificent opportunities 
‘or the exercise of peopte’s intelligence 
han any other b@siness in life,” and 
e adffied that thére was nothing he 
yo more proud of than that his boy 
rould rather be a fine judge of Short- 
orn cattle than anything else on the 
ace of this earth at the present time. 
Farming, he maintained, required a 
iche order of intelligence than any 
ther Husiness in the worid. That was

Committee Will Consider Street Rall - 
Q way's Future, BF 
Ald, Picard, on behalf of the utilities 

committee, reported on the letter re- 
ferred to them from Messrs. Lougheed, 
Bennett & McLaws, asking whether 
they could meet a committee of the 
council to discuss details for the lease 
or sale of the street railway and elec- 
tric utilities of the city. Ald. Picard 
said that the committee were of opin- 
ion that any such procedure was out 
of place at the present time, when the 
street railway was not being put up 
for lease or sale. 

Aldermen Ramsey and MacDonald 
both agreed that something must be 
done to avoid the continued loss on 
the street railway, and were of opin- 
jon that the matter should be referred 
back for further consideration.

Gains of 400 Yards Are Announc- 
ed Southwest of Guillemont,. 
Counter Attacks Repulsed 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—The British of- 
ficial communication reads: 

“Southwest of Guillemont we ad-

A war was never Won by under- 
estimating the strength of the 
enemy, 


According to Amsterdam re- 
ports, German sailors are being 
taken from the fleet and drafted 
into the armies, The German 
public may look for an Imperial 
message announcing that as the 
fleet has been ‘‘victorious’’ there 
is no object in keeping able-bodied 
men loafing about on ships which 
have no enemy to fight. But 
meantime the price of sausage 
continues to go up! 


The great forest fire in North- 
ern Ontario isa trajic reminder 
that Canada is one of the few 
countries still having the available 
materials for a catastrophe of the 
kind of such dimensions. The 
timbered areas of the earth grow 
smaller and fewer with the pass- 
ing years, Therefore, the remain- 
ing ones grow more valuable and 
more worthy of preservation. 
Were it not for the overshadow- 
ing horror of the lives lost, the 
great conflagration would excite 
general attention as a national dis- 
aster. That loss of life does usul- 
ly accompany such destruction of 
valuable property adds another 
and stronger reason for preventive 
measures, 


The Kaiser's message to his 
people on the anniversary of his 
strike for world power is con- 
spicuously lacking in the boastful 
confidence with which he called 
them to arms to crush the life out 
of neighboring nations and estab- 
lish him as ruler of the world. It 
is rather to the past that he now 
calls their attention, and his refer- 
ences to the future are notably 
wanting in definiteness of outlook. 
The most he-seems able to hold out 
to them now is the hope that Ger- 
many cannot be beaten. That the 
Allies can be beaten he does not 
suggest in any precise way. It 
would almost seem to be getting 
home to the Imperial author that 
the world power propaganda has 
missed connection somewhere, and 
that the best to be hoped for is a 
drawn battle—with the chance of 
getting ready for another try 
when the circumstances are more 
propitious. His view is that as 
evmany has been victorious ‘the 
blame for continuing the blood- 
shed must rest upon the Allies for 
obstinately refusing to acknow- 
ledge that they are beaten and to 
submit to his sovereign wil! with- 
out further resistavee. From 
which it would seem that the All 
Highest is in an unhappy frame of 
mind. Having ‘‘conquered,’’ he 
is faced with the provoking fact 
that the defeated nations refuse to 
believe it, and if they keep on re- 
fusing there is only a prospect of 
indefinite slaughter—for which, of 
course, they may be held morally 
responsible, but the practical out- 
come of which may be by no means 
in keeping with his plans. With 
this view there is little fault to be 


found, That the German armies 
have fought valiantly their 
enemies will not question, And 


that the prospect of Kultur being 
established upon the ruins of free 
civilization is growing less there 
can be no reasonable doubt. The 
one point of difference is as to the 
invincibility of Germany, His 
Imperial Majesty to the contrary, 
the Allies have a very positive no- 
tion that Germany can be beaten. 
And however shocking it may be 
to his feelings they propose to 
take chances on being forgiven 
for ridding the world of him 
and the educated barbarism he 
seeks to establish in place of the 
ideals of national liberty and in- 
dividual right. 


The Irish Crisis and the War 
From The Spectator, 

After all, the essential fact just now, 
the fact that must never be allowed 
to fall into the background, is not 
only that we are at war, but that we 
have reached the very crisis of the 
war. If we make a false step at this 
moment, or if we fail in maintaining 
a concentration of energy at the cen- 
tre of government, we may easily 
throw away all that we have gained of 
late. The Unionist leaders must re- 
member that if we make an unsuc- 
cessful experiment in Irish politics, 
the result*, though mischevious in a 
high degree, can be put right. If we 
make a blunder in the war, we may 
be lost for ever, If we go over the 
edge on the Irish side, we shall mere- 
ly fall into a muddy ditch. We may 
conceivably be drowned therein, but 
it is not certain death like the fall 
over the precipice, What then, the 
Unionist leaders and the Unionist 
party at their backs must first of all 
consider la the necessity of getting 
back to the waging of the war with 
the utmost determination and con- 
centration of mind, It is no use for 
people to say that this is now a matter 
in the hands of the soldiers, and can 
be safely left to them. To say: ‘They 
will pull us through, no matter how 
the politiclans may be scuffling and 
shrieking at Westminster,” is mad- 
ness. The action of the soldiers will 
be paralyzed if they are not able to 
feel that the government upon whom 
they depend are giving their whole 
and undivided attention to the prose- 
cution of the war’

Seen and Heard on the 
Way to New York

Through the window of the observa: 
tion car of the C. P. R. one has abund- 
ant chances of seing many things of 
deep and abiding interest to western 
Me. First the crops! How these crops, 
poor terrestrial evanescent things, are 
bound up with our lives! The farmer, 
the merchant, the teacher, the stu- 
dent, the preacher, the doctor, the 
lawyer, and the politician, all make 
their calculations on the basis of the 
term “If the crop is good.” 

From the headwaters of Superlor co 
the ridge of the mighty mountains 
men think and plan ir the measure of 
the crop, Even in wealthy centres ap- 
parently far removed from the crops 
the first question after the usual greet- 
ing is Wnat are the crop prospects?" 

East as wel! as west is making plane 
nnd taking stock according to wes- 
dern crop conditions, Such are our 
scclal connections, such our economic 
Cependence, such cur human relations 
that we all must think in terms of the 
crop. 

But returning from my musing I was 
delighted to say that never in the 
twanty-elx yeors. of my sdjourn in 
Western Canada did I see such uni- 
formly good prospects. Between Fid- 
monton and the Ontario boundary ! 
did not see a single unpromising field. 
‘This is remarkeble from a railway 
train, for railroads have the habit of 
traversing the poor parts of a country, 
and one usually looks for the poorer 
conditions along these great arteries 
of the nation. 


In Ontario the impression is quite 
the reverse. Here the crops of hay and 
clover are wonderful, The air comes 
laden with the refreshing aroma of 
the clover fields, But a good crop o. 
erain, even in the richer parts of On- 
tario, Was rave. When one did fin! 
such a field it was later in growth than 
in the west. It was no uncommon 
thing to see, whole fields, with tho 
ridges of the “lands” bearing about 
half a crop while the furrows were 
tare owing to the excessive wet wea- 
ther of the earlier spring. So for the 
state of the crops, 

Before one has quite finished about 
the crops he is confronted with the 
question, “What do you think of the 
war?" 

The war! 

There it is, that awful cloud whieh 
hangs with portending blackness over 
the civilized world. What memories 
and heartaches it recalis! For many 
hearts and homes the war has a real, 
vital, personal, absorbing interest, an 
interest that is not economic, religious, 
raitona! or social, but a personal ic 
terest tugging at the heartstrings 
through the boy or the father that has 
ono. 

For the rest the world goes on much 
un before, To the casual observer and 
listener, as he walks among men, the 
Leople generally are just as busy as 
ever with their buying and selling 
with their vocations and avocations as 
ever before. Few are denying them- 
selves any pleasure or satisfaction pos- 
sible at other times ‘because of the 
war. It is reported on the streets thut 
Tiaton’s had the largest cay in thelr 
history last week, A prominent auto- 
tnobile dealer told me that the demand 
tor automobiles was never so great, 
ond that he had difficulty in securing 
enough machines to meet the demand. 
We may be wrong in thinking that an 
automobile is a luxury and the use of 
them an expression of a people's pow- 
er to enjoy the luxuries, but to a great 
many of us they are such, 

The war has not brought us in sight 
of the bread line, Is there not on the 
cther hand a profound satisfaction in 
the fact that after two years of Inces- 
sant fighting in which we have given 
searly 400,000 of our bravest and 
best to the cas se of Empire, that trade 
end commerce? are in such a flourish- 
ing condition? While in Toronto 1 had 
a conversation with the treasurer of 
cne of the largest missionary societies 
in Canada, He told me the significant 
fect that it looked as if the revenue 
of his sOciety would this year be $8,00 
nhead of last vear, and last year wis 
about $3,000 better than the year bo- 
lere. An increase of more than §$10,- 
000 in missionary givings in the two 
year of war is a splendid index of 
how the war is affecting the people,

At the last census, 1911, the popu- 
lation of Canada was found to be 7,- 
206,403. The male population was 
returned as 3,821,995 and the female 
as 3,384,648; so that the excess of 
males over females is 437,347, which 
is in the ratio of 1.13 to 1, an excess 
percentage of 13, or of 130 males per 
1,000 females. Reciprocally, the 
number of females per 1,000 is 886, 
the deficiency of females as compar- 
ed with males being greater in Can- 
ada than probably in any other coun- 


ry.

A reader writes the following: Take 
one pint of flour and one cup of sugar; 
add enough warm water to make a 
stiff batter. Keep this in a moder- 
ately warm room (not near the stove) 
for a few days, and in winter about a 
week, To use, take the required 
amount of warm water for your 
bread sponge, add the yeast and flour 
sufficient to make the sponge, After 
stirring well take out about three 
tablespoonfuls of the sponge and put 
in a fruit jar, and pour in a spoonful 
or more of water (to keep it from 
crusting) and a half cup of sugar, Do 
not seal, but put the lid on loosely 
and keep in a cool place. Never mut 
any salt in, as that kills the yeast, Tho 
salt, sugar and lard can be added to 
the bread when ready to mix,

Mortgages 

To the Bulletin: Could you please 
inform me how the law stands on the 
following situation; A raises mortgage 
on a certain property and sells the 
eame to B who assumed the mortgage 
in the purchase agreement. The 
court gives six months for A and B 
to pay the mortgage and they both 
fail to do so, but B jn the meantime 
enrolls in the 101st. B is two years 
behind with interest and taxes on the 
mortgage and $500 behind on the 
purchase agreement. A is still regis- 
tered owner. Can the court order 
rent to be paid the mortgagee and en- 
force its collection? Must A pay it 
or B?
